The poet appears to have had several MSS of late date and 
poor quality, but containing, among other things, the “Bliocadran-Prolog.” Most of the 
divergencies, however, cannot be explained. The K yot problem remains.

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ADDRESS OF WELCOME’ BY PRESIDENT 
FRANK AYDELOTTE OF SWARTHMORE COLLEGE 


T is my privilege, on behalf of my colleagues in the Departments of the 
+ Modern Languages and on behalf of the Faculty and Board of Swarth- 
more College, to give to the members of the Modern Language Association 
a most hearty welcome and to express the hope, which we all feel, that you 
will find the arrangements we have made for your deliberations adequate 
and comfortable. I have myself been a member of this Association for nearly 
thirty years, and, although I have for the last half of that period somewhat 
fallen from grace in the matter of attending meetings and reading the pub- 
lications, I have never ceased to take a lively interest in the activities of 
the Association; and certainly the diversified responsibilities of a college 
president have served to deepen my sense of the importance to American 
education of Modern Language teaching and research. 

Carlyle says somewhere that education is largely a matter of learning to 
read. That statement is profoundly true, and it applies with the greatest 
force to the secondary school and to the first two years of college work in 
the United States, which are essentially of secondary school character. The 
Progressive Education Association is just now embarking on a study of the 
whole question of the secondary school curriculum. It is my firm conviction 
that no preparation for college and university work is so good as a sound 
training in the elements of mathematics (which is the language of science), 
in English, and in two foreign languages, including a reasonably wide 
grounding in their literatures. I wonder if we shall ever become progressive 
enough to follow that simple formula. I fear not. And I fear that the tend- 
ency, now so widespread, to neglect mathematics and language study in 
the United States threatens to make our high school graduates even more 
illiterate and inarticulate than they are at present. 

You may have noticed the newspaper comment on the creditable and 
unusual fact that we now have a President in the White House who can 
talk to French statesmen and diplomats in their own language. In no 
European country, except possibly England (the Englishmen being much 
like ourselves in this respect) would such an accomplishment on the part 
of the head of a State excite any particular remark. It would be taken as a 
matter of course. But with us it is a cause for wonder and admiration. I am 
afraid it would be almost as much so in the case of the president of a 
college or university. How many American college presidents can talk to 
the members of their French and German departments in French or 
German? You who are teachers of the modern languages know better than 
anyone else the answer to that question. 

American education is quite rightly preoccupied with the political and 
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economic problems of the modern world, and since the depression it has 
been more anxiously concerned with them than ever before. The enrollment 
of students in our departments of Politics and Economics and History has 
of late largely increased, and in my judgment, this is a good sign. I hope it 
means that our graduates will concern themselves with public questions 
and with public life more than they have in the past. It is important that 
they should do so, but it is equally important that this concern should not 
be narrowly nationalistic, as it is likely to be unless they get at the same 
time a wider and deeper understanding of other nations and of other civili- 
zations. That is your task. A teacher of a modern language should be the 
interpreter of a civilization, he should initiate his students not merely into 
an alien grammar but also into an alien way of thought. It is precisely that 
which makes the learning of another language the broadening experience 
which it is. A university should be a parliament of cultures. 

The size of the Modern Language Association is impressive and charac- 
teristically American. Swarthmore College has room in its dormitories and 
dining halls for five hundred resident students, and in no other country in 
the world, I venture to say, would these facilities be too small to accommo- 
date the university teachers of the subjects which you represent. We have 
over a thousand members here; that thousand is not much more than one 
fourth of our membership; and our members include by no means all of the 
college and university teachers of the modern languages. There is something 
about the amplification on that scale of a cultural activity which should 
make us tremble. It is dangerous to standards of excellence; it threatens to 
produce that kind of mechanization which is the enemy of culture and sound 
learning. It puts us, through no choice of our own, in a situation where we 
must take care if’ > are to preserve the sound sense of values without which 
our work is useless. 

I am convinced myself that our only hope of success in preserving the 
standards of excellence which give meaning and satisfaction to the work of 
the scholarly teacher, is to distinguish sharply among the multitude of our 
students between those who have capacity for intellectual work and those 
who have not, to make special requirements for the best and not to allow 
them to be held back to the slow pace which alone is possible for the aver- 
age. If I may be personal, I will say that the only motive strong enough to 
induce me to leave the delightful pursuits of a teacher of English Litera- 
ture for the stormy existence of a college president was to try that experi- 
ment under American conditions. We have tried it here for a dozen years. 
We know it will work, and that the working of it releases the intellectual 
interests and creative energies of both students and teachers in an extra- 
ordinary way. That policy and that alone seems to me to hold out the hope 
of intellectual excellence in our democratic system of higher education. 
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The second article of the Constitution of the Modern Language Associa- 
tion says: “The object of the Association shall be the advancement of re- 
search in the Modern Languages and their literatures.”” Those who are 
responsible for higher education in the United States are not yet fully and 
universally convinced that research is essential to the best teaching at the 
college or university level, and the provision which colleges and universities 
make for research is still all too meager. That, however, does not tell the 
whole story. You cannot secure research by making provision for it unless 
the impulse is there. The impulse to do research is too often lacking among 
members of our faculties—among the best of our young teachers at that— 
for the reason that what passes for research and original scholarship in 
literary subjects is often so dull and so lacking in literary significance. The 
older members of this Association, many of them, produce books and 
papers in philology and criticism which are literary, humane, and some- 
times thrilling in their interest. With beginners it is very different. It is 
devoutly to be wished that research for graduate students in the Classics 
and Modern Languages could be made more interesting. No one asks that 
research should be interesting to the public at large, nor even to the 
majority of the devotees of the particular subject, but it is reasonable to 
ask that it should be interesting to the men and women who are doing it. 
That, alas, is too often not the case; the aspiring young graduate student 
may conceal the fact from the professors who will, he hopes, vote - favor 
of his degree, but it is sadly true that too many of the ablest of our gradu- 
ate students are in their hearts bored with what they are doing, and after 
they have taken the Ph.D. degree they turn to teaching w'th a great deal 
more enthusiasm than they ever felt for research. These rebels are often 
among the keenest and most cultivated of our advanced students; they 
are precisely the kind of people who possess the enthusiasm and individual- 
ity which are needed in modern language studies. 

Our research has become, as Professors Lowes pointed out in his brilliant 
presidential address a year ago, too much a matter of fact and too little 
a matter of interpretation. There is in it not enough adventure, not enough 
freedom, not enough importance. Discipline and drudgery have their value, 
but an excess of them is likely to produce the pedant and not the scholar. 
The distinction is one of humanity, and while older people are sometimes 
blind to it, it is clear enough to the eyes of youth, especially the best of our 
youth whom we should like to attract. It has never been put better than 
in the words of an old teacher of mine: 


It is possible to know only one fact, and yet to know that fact in such a way as to 
be entitled to the name of pedant. We talk of “furnishing the mind” with knowledge, 
but how rarely is it done! For the most part we store the secondhand funiture of 
knowledge in the bleak warehouse of the mind. It has no fitness or beauty there, it 
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is put to no human use, there is a monstrous excess of it, and much of it is upside 
down. Now the opposite of a pedant I take to be a scholar, one whose knowledge is 
delicately ordered, polished, and ready for use, like a case of surgeon’s instruments. 
The scholar sees all things in a vital relationship, and for him among dead authors 
there is no dead man. There is thus more of temperament and gift in scholarship 
than of mere acquisition. 


The disease of anemia is one to which literary research has always seemed 
to me particularly subject; it sometimes seems as if the scholarly study of 
literature must be either on the one hand weightily irrelevant to the whole 
world of life and beauty or on the other must run the risk of breaking a 
butterfly on the wheel. Faced with the one alternative or the other, the 
promising graduate student too often gives up in disgust and shifts to 
Economics or Physics. It has always seemed to me that literary research, 
especially for young students, had much to gain from a judicious admixture 
of history or philosophy and that either of these subjects lent body and 
substance to studies which otherwise tend to be a shade too thin and eva- 
nescent. 

I have been told by a biological friend that if rats are fed on an ideal diet 
containing all the vitamins and proteins and carbohydrates, and other 
polysyllabic elements, necessary for their development—all these admin- 
istered in a concentrated liquid form—they will die. But if this ideal diet 
is mixed with a proper quantity of ordinary sawdust, the rats will thrive and 
grow fat. For the student of literature, history and philosophy make excel- 
lent intellectual sawdust. 

No subject is dull which is important. ‘Seriousness about trifles,”’ said 
my teacher whom I quoted a moment ago, “‘is the soul of three-quarters 
of the dullness in the world.” Upon the skilfulness of the members of this 
Association in directing young people into humane and living research 
depends our success in making our profession attractive to those full- 
blooded, keen, wide-awake individuals who will give to modern language 
studies their weight in education and their eminence in scholarship. We 
must not be parasites upon the literature which it is our duty to interpret-— 
men who “‘if nothing had been written would find nothing to write.”” We 
must “know something about the truth before we can find it in a book.” 
The scholar must not be merely a drudge: he must also be a gentleman. Re- 
search must be intellectualiy aristocratic, and only when it is will it have its 
true prestige in our democratic education. 

But I came to bid you welcome and not to read you a lecture. If I have 
been too earnest, I hope you will forgive me, remembering that, whatever 
may have happened to me since, I too was born in Arcadia, that I consider 
the members of this Association mine own people, that I believe in what 
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you are doing, and am jealous of every hindrance from within or without 
which threatens the prestige of Modern Language studies. I dread lest that 
prestige be killed by dullness, that ancient enemy of all wit and humanity. 
I dread lest our scholars become not only dull themselves but a cause of 
dullness in other men, that they should be too much centered in the sphere 
of common duties, trying like Telemachus 


. . by slow prudence to make mild 
A rugged people, and thro’ soft degrees 
Subdue them to the useful and the good. 
The task of education is not that. Its great purposes are best served by men 
whose scholarship is tinged with humor and heroism and unfulfilled desire: 


Not unbecoming men that strove with Gods. 


On behalf of all my colleagues I again bid you most heartily welcome to 
Swarthmore.

OETHE’S first letter to Schiller, in which he agreed to support the 
Horen, and which marks the beginning of their unique alliance, con- 
tains a passage, in effect, as follows: 


It will be a most interesting pastime to reach an agreement about the principles 
which shall govern us in passing judgment on contributions, and to scrutinize their 
content and form, so that this journal may achieve the highest distinction. 


As far as I am aware, these “principles” were never reduced to fixed for- 
mulae, but the “pastime”’ here suggested is still ‘interesting’ to those who 
are united in an implied pledge to “achieve the highest distinction” in up- 
holding literary and philological standards. 

The object of this Association is “the advancement of research’’—not the 
study of pedagogic doctrines. Other organizations are faithfully attending 
to the interests of efficient instruction; i] ne faut pas méler les genres. The 
fact remains, however, that most of us are still largely engaged in under- 
graduate work: we are practical teachers. Without for one moment dis- 
paraging the dignified services of this venerable Association in raising the 
standard of modern language attainments from a handicraft in teaching to 
leadership in establishing higher values in knowledge and research—at- 
tested by that stately series of Publications which illustrates the years of 
its beneficent activity and influence—it is nevertheless true that our hearts 
the lowliest duties on themselves must lay. If I dwell somewhat dispropor- 
tionately on this phase of our personal activities, my remarks may per- 
haps be approximately as relevant to “the advancement of research” as 
certain admirable presidential messages which it has been our privilege to 
enjoy. The path of the educator in these days is not a smooth one: when a 
Senior in the Advanced History of Literature stubbornly insists that Dante 
must have borrowed the terza rima from Goethe; so long as our blue-books 
continue to present such statements as: ““The Humanists were as their name 
implies: they were the followers of Hume’”’; “German poetry had felt the 
influence of Rousseau, who was scientific and cold”—we may fairly hold 
that four years are not an excessively long time for gaining our goal. 
Bedenkt, ihr habet weiches Holz zu spalten. One need only read the editorials 
in any college paper to learn that our young Philistines are waging war on 
humane culture. Professional students are denouncing the uselessness of 
aesthetic training: all poetry is moonshine (alas, much of it is!). The term 
“literature” is widened to include prospectuses for oil-burning furnaces, 
and the folders of omnibus-lines. Even in academic circles, there are to be 
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noted examples of Veblen’s “conspicuous wasteful expenditure,” as in 
luxurious fraternity houses, where there is a deplorable attempt to rival 
the palace of the Prince of Pallagonia. The money-loving outside world 
sets the standard, and the academic community is sometimes tempted to 
follow suit. Mr. R. T. Crane’s book states that “highly educated people, as 
a rule, think just as much of money, dress, and display . . . as those not so 
educated. They are full as likely to live beyond their means in order to 
gratify their love of display as though there were no compensating results 
from their higher education.” One likes to think that this is an over-state- 
ment. Mr. Crane was a justly-honored Captain of Industry—but the fact 
that in this book (of 1909) he includes among “‘idiotic research-dreamers”’ 
the “fellow with the flying-machine bug” mitigates, in some degree, the 
sting of his oracular pronouncements. 

With moving-picture temples packed, and with new automobiles swarm- 
ing over the face of the land in a manner to suggest the Third of Pharaoh’s 
Egyptian Plagues, our symphony-orchestras show current deficits of from 
$70,000 to $120,000 every year. The time is certainly out of joint when the 
offerings of the Metropolitan Opera have to depend on the generosity of 
toasted cigarettes. Little Women showed a heartening revival, but we now 
seem to have thrown ourselves headlong into the four-poster of Queen 
Christina. Supremely respected people (among them, Mr. Justice Holmes) 
consider Gentlemen Prefer Blondes funny—I find it the saddest and most 
depressing book of the ages. 

The sweeping flood is augmented by the activities of insolent metropoli- 
tan papers, flown with wealth and power, with their Sunday editions, their 
dishonest “prizes,” their scurrilous cartoons, their exploiting of crime and 
scandal, their officious intrusion into public enterprises, and their suppres- 
sion of important news. When the distinguished Henri Barbusse came to 
Chicago recently, and organized a great public meeting in the interest of 
peace, the most influential paper of that city shrouded the event in abso- 
lute silence—nor did it record the votes of Congress on the fateful Pension 
Bill. Reverence for the great achievements of old gives place to a feverish 
pursuit of Der Reiz: highly-spiced sensations, notably the titillations of sex, 
to which Mr. Leonard Bacon delicately alludes as “our contemporary de- 
clensions into the unhousebroke and the coarse.” Not a few of our younger 
up-to-date instructors have joined in this Wild Hunt, which is always 
stimulating to l’homme moyen sensuel—if this person has any real claim to 
being reckoned a humane individual at all. 

It would ill become me to attempt any authoritative evaluation of the 
findings of the renowned Viennese psychologist: Ne sutor ultra crepidam— 
but I feel entitled to certain personal opinions, among them a conviction 
that the American Public is absurdly given to converting Relatives into 
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Absolutes. Under given conditions (which are by no means uniform under 
every sky), the Freudian doctrines have undoubted application: surround 
a child with a sensuous environment and erotic suggestions during his 
growing days, and it may well be that sensuality becomes a dominant 
necessity of his nature; bring him up in a more sublimating atmosphere, 
and physical passions may not prove so tyrannical. There may be some 
germ of profound truth in the immemorial Asiatic teaching that 


the senses of the normal man are susceptible of infinite refinement, and that, to 
attain this high degree of sensitiveness, the adepts find it necessary to train their 
faculties, bodily and mental, by a life of rigid abstention from all pleasures or 
indulgences not indispensable in maintainjng the relation between the physical and 
intellectual powers. 


The realistic literature which so loudly trumpets forth the much-vaunted 
unmoral civilization of the twentieth century lacks precisely the element 
of realism—for it trips far too lightly over the harrowing horrors of un- 
wanted pregnancy, illegitimate births, marital jealousy and revenge, in- 
fection, and such-like realistic phenomena of an unmoral civilization. 

Just now, we are confronted by a movement toward 


an ultrasophisticated literature of biological horror, depicting existence from the 
borderland of insanity, and for the purpose of psycho-analytic dissection rather 
than fixing the conscious attention upon the Good, the True, and the Beautiful 
(see Saturday Review of Literature). We view human life with a clinical eye, in order 
to detect masked expressions of pathological conditions: ripening dream-series, 
coffin-phantasies, exhibitionism, genital maladjustment, the struggle between the 
Id and the Super-ego 


—all this in order to acquaint us with the genesis of complex issues. Courses 
on Morbid Psychology are highly-favored electives in the cultural programs 
of our undergraduates. A certain curiosity in regard to these dark doings 
of sinister persons has always a sensational appeal—but I believe that col- 
lege instructors who by choice lead healthy young students to tarry long 
in these miasmic marshes are throwing away good opportunities for shaping 
a finer American future. The emphasis of these subjects seems out of keeping 
with the whole plan of a liberal education. One is somehow reminded of a 
hymn-book, published in Quebec in 1833: Receutl de cantiques @ l’usage des 
missions, which contains ‘‘Pieux sentiments envers Jésus-Christ; sur lair, 
‘Les Folies d’Espagne’.” 

Our professional calling stands at the lowest point in newspaper-esteem: 
the cap and gown are the supreme expression of journalistic contempt. A 
widely known school organizer, who has close relations to a gigantic trust, 
fulminates: ‘Education is to blame for the inroads of communism. Educa- 
tion should accept the responsibility.” Perhaps we must shoulder some just 
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criticism for keeping up our medieval monkish costumes, which, to me, seem 
of a piece with Mongolian devil-masks and butter-pictures. It was the opin- 
ion of an illustrious former President of this Association, James Russell 
Lowell, that “the one thing worth striving for in this world is a state 
founded on pure manhood, where everybody has a chance to better himself, 
and where the less costume and the more reality there is, the better.” The 
President of the United States and his Cabinet dress like gentlemen, and 
maintain the dignity of office by their presence and personal bearing. 
Distasteful as the proposition may sound, our mission to society is largely 

conservative: to bring to our self-confident rising generation a first-hand 
appreciation of the inherited treasures of the past; to make crude Young 
America free of the society of the great in other ages; to give it a share in 
“the best and happiest moments of the happiest and best minds.”’ This 
office requires a long and humble apprenticeship in entering into the spirit 
and significance of those worthies whom we attempt to lift up, that they 
may draw men unto them. Some teachers prefer an easier and more personal 
exhibition: it is much more thrilling to lift ourselves up, than to present the 
living Racine, or Dante, or Chaucer. There is a keen emulation in displaying 
a super-acumen by those who are neunmal klug, und die da das Gras wachsen 
hiren kinnen. The Spectator recently laid down as axiomatic the thesis that 
“‘a good poem, like a symphony or painting, must always tend to lose its 
freshness and its early vigour as we become accustomed to it’’—to which 
we oppose: 

A thing of beauty is a joy forever: 

Its loveliness increases; it will never 

Pass into nothingness; but still will keep 

A bower quiet for us, and a sleep 

Full of sweet dreams, and health, and quiet breathing. 


The Spectator demands an “elaborate concealment of a simple meaning,” 
which, I suppose, may give commentators something really worth-while 
upon which to exercise their refined talents. The children ask for bread, 
and we give them synthetic stones. Our subjective twists in interpreting 
literature would make old Homer gasp and stare. 


Unter allen Vélkern aber 
Sind’s die Deutschen, die am meisten 
Uns damit zu schaffen machen. 


The whole thing is essentially Alexandrine, and marks the decay of 
sound literary taste. Again and again in history, when the pure fountain 
of literary and artistic creation has begun to run dry, inferior minds have 
taken to “‘jazzing’”’ the simpler products of a better age. Certain Italian 
prelates have thought to add value to a severe marble statue of an older 
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period by decking it with paper flowers and brocaded vestments, and set- 
ting upon its head a crown of tinsel. The stately hexameters of Homer and 
Vergil had to be made more piquant by the substitution of jingling Leo- 
nines, which then led to the incredible sing-song of Bernard of Cluny’s 3000 
hexameters in his De Contemptu Mundi. The rugged old-German ballad- 
meter was apparently given an added final iambic “kick” by Dem von 
Kiirenberg and the author of the Nibelungenlied (and these new variations 
are not to be despised)—whereupon the writer of Gudrun was constrained 
to offer five feet instead of four—all in the interest of novel embellishment. 
When the lyric charm of the Minnelied could no longer be sustained, Neid- 
hart of Reuen’ :] lent spice by dragging it down to the vulgarities of peasant- 
life. 

We are treated to endless new and “brilliant” lives of quite well-estab- 
lished persons, which offer almost no new substance, but parade ingenious 
conjectures or over-stressed trivialities. Eight years ago the eminent Sievers 
held me spell-bound for hours by his demonstration of an almost daemonic 
acumen in revolutionizing literary criticism by an analysis of tone-ca- 
dences. Whether this inspiration added to the sum of his immense services, 
I do not venture to decide—but I am not convinced that his curved and 
polished bow will be bent with ease by those who have been intoxicated 
by the subtle magic of his fine-spun methods. The venerable heads of the 
worthies of old are shorn over strange combs: Biochemistry, the (non- 
existent) Law of Economic Determinism, Polarity—or what not. If you 
are lifting up the Oedipus of Sophocles, you are tempted to make your 
chief object a circumstantial demonstration of daily doings on the lost 
continent of Atlantis. Tous les genres sont bons, excepté le genre actuel. At 
Luciane’s musicale (in the Wahlverwandtschaften), she inquired of an at- 
tending poet if he were not ravished at hearing his admirable poems being 
sung in so admirable a fashion. ‘What do you mean, ‘my poems’?” he 
answered; “Pardon me, I’ve heard nothing but vowels, and not all of 
them!” 

Some modern-minded play-managers have exercised themselves in dress- 
ing up accepted dramatic masterpieces, in order to give them a freakish 
and factitious appeal—and so we have had Hamlet appearing on the boards 
in conventional twentieth-century evening dress; the Urfaust staged in an 
elevator-shaft setting; Goetz von Berlichingen (at Freiburg im Breisgau) 
presented in a weird synthesis of the first and second versions, which ef- 
fectively missed whatever unity either of them possessed. In Berlin I went 
to what had be n advertised as a performance of Egmont. It consisted of 
detached and capriciously altered scenes, none of which led into the next. 
I had spent eight years in editing this play, had taught it for some thirty 
consecutive seasons, had witnessed it again and again in great theaters, 
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and thought I knew it—but I had the greatest difficulty in following the 
course of this offering. All of these laborious attempts to furnish forth 
piquant variations on established masterpieces have proved sterile and 
ephemeral; they have passed into dolorous limbo and inextricable error. 

Have you never been a guest in some modern mansion, where your 
bathroom was hung with tiny handkerchiefs, in pastel colors, lavender, 
pale yellow, pink; decorated with vivid plaques of embroidery, and crossed 
with insertions of fine lace? If so, I’ll answer for it, your soul has cried out 
mightily for a pair of honest Old Bleach Pure Irish Linen towels. 

How the shores of time are littered with the wrecks of the inspirationa! 
interpretations du temps jadis! On sont les neiges d’antan? Assyria, Greece, 
Rome, Carthage, what are they? What have become of Creuzer and 
Schelling’s ‘‘Kabiren,” those quaint divinities who were dashed in pieces 
like a potter’s vessel by Goethe, in the second part of Faust? Whither has 
vanished the “Primitive Aramaic Gospel?” Why make mention of Lach- 
mann’s “twenty ballads” (count them:—twenty), any challenge of which, 
in my student-days, would have been regarded as presumption? The same 
holds in regard to Scherer’s “proof” that between Faust’s lines: 


Und tu nicht mehr in Worten kramen 
and 
O sahst du, voller Mondenschein 


lay all the experiences of Goethe’s sojourn in Italy. It was nothing short 
of unkindness in Erich Schmidt to publish the Urfaust, which showed that 
the entire passage had been taken to Weimar in 1775. 

Clever commentators still assert that Solomon’s Song and the poems of 
Hafiz contain no trace of sensuousness, but are merely the vehicle for deep 
mystic and philosophic abstractions—to which theory the vulgar, unaca- 
demic, hard-headed world (tough as cellophane, but not without a saving 
shrewdness) would have but one response: “O, yeah!’’ Goethe mentions 
casually his younger brother, “of a delicate constitution, quiet and self- 
determined,” and adds: “we never had any real contacts.” This scanty 
material suffices, in the mind of an ingenious scholar, to prove you, to 
seven decimal-places, that young Goethe must have labored under the 
Oedipus complex. I recall an intimate faculty-circle which was reading 
Browning: when the exposition of a passage containing a thickly-veiled 
allusion to a certain theory as to the origin of church-spires was reached, 
the charming young wife of a theological professor burst out in glowing 
rapture: “O, J see! It’s the eternal aspiration of the soul toward God!” 
She would have made an ideal expounder of Hafiz. Parva componere mag- 
nis: more than forty years ago, the present speaker was drafted to furnish 
the convention-poem for a national college fraternity. Having recently 
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crossed the Atlantic on a sailing-ship, he drew directly upon his marine 
experiences for a fitting peroration. An honored member of this Association 
was good enough to review the production in a foreign journal, and pointed 
out the happy use of material derived from Tennyson’s “Crossing the 
Bar.” That deathless lyric was being published at the exact time that the 
convention-offering was being written, and had never reached its author. 

Let me include here some mention of the pedantic tyranny which de- 
mands the strictly logical and historical use of words; likewise, the poetic 
and unsupported insight displayed by subjective etymologists. Logic and 
history are valuable disciplines, and offer useful standards, but linguistic 
usage is not consistently logical, nor does it govern itself by its own ancient 
history: it is as tricky as a type-writer; moreover, te champions of logic 
and history often fail to be either historical or logical. It is in this area that 
we are doomed to suffer that most intolerable of all human trials, the 
dogmatism of the insufficiently instructed, the omniscience of the ignorant. 
Coleridge remarked magisterially, in rejecting the actual derivation of 
“atonement,” as meaning “‘a being at one”’: ““This is a mistaken etymology, 
and, consequently, a dull, though unintentional, pun. Our atone is, doubt- 
less [your dogmatist is quite free from skepticism as to his own infallibility] 
of the same stock with the Teutonic ausséhnen, versihnen; the Anglo- 
Saxon taking the # for the s.”” Dean Alford declared that “experience is a 
substantive, not a verb at all’ —without taking into account the fact that 
generations of the best English authors have found this verb highly useful 
and expressive, among them Milton, Steele, Berkeley, Coleridge, Lamb, 
Southey, Wordsworth, Shelley, Arnold, De Quincey, Macaulay, Landor, 
Newman, Ruskin and Mill. 

Of course, there are persons—such as Philo Vance and the agents of the 
United States Department of Justice—who can reach firm conclusions 
from very tenuous data, but this does not reconcile us to thse over-aspiring 
spirits who expand on what might, could, would, or should have taken place 
under conjectural circumstances. Greatness and simplicity are convertible 
terms; in place of brain-spun fancies we sorely need a recurrence of what 
that brilliant American writer of my boyhood, Gail Hamilton (I wonder 
how many can place her?), called ‘‘a Spasm of Sense.” 

There have been refreshing periods which have shown a resistance to 
merely subjective interpretations, and a return to objective reality— 
though it is not my wish to exclude either of these elements. Rather should 
we applaud the position of Mr. Priestley: “For my part, I like life and art 
to be neither Birmingham nor Burne-Jones, but to travel on the honest 
roads that march between the deacons in counting-houses, on the one side, 
and the drooping maidens in hot-houses on the other.” The Greek word 
meaning “‘to change one’s mind,” was well enough translated by Jerome as 
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penetentiam agite—but it needed Luther to call a halt on the interpreta- 
tion ‘to do penance” which had developed during eleven centuries. The 
schoolmen used the ancient texts for ends for which they were never de- 
signed, for the solution of perplexing questions in science and logic—‘“‘spin- 
ning out laborious webs of learning from a small quantity of matter.” It is 
true that even Luther made insulting interpretations for the benefit of his 
personal adversaries, while Tindale’s fine basic principle (worthy to be in- 
scribed in letters of gold over every hall of literary learning and philological 
research) was: “‘Cleave unto the text and plain story.”’ Luther occasionally 
lent a helping hand to the original, in order to brace up the Word and make 
it stiffer—a heroic process which Tindale usually refused to follow. Let us 
seek before all a full understanding of the obvious message and intention. 
“Tch habe keine schlimmere Anmafiung gefunden,” said the wise master, 
Goethe, ‘“‘als wenn jemand Anspriiche an Geist macht, so lange ihm der 
Buchstabe noch nicht deutlich und gelaufig ist.” I cannot refrain from 
telling here of a masterful rendering of two of Schubert’s songs at an eve- 
ning reception; they were “Who is Sylvia?” and “Hark, hark, the Lark!” A 
very sophisticated lady who sat beside me conceded the technical virtuosity 


of the singer, but exploded scornfully: “‘What devastating rubbish they 


make of Schubert’s beautiful German lyrics, when they éry to translate 
them into English poetry!’’ 

It is in this connection that we must protest against much current official 
reviewing by those aspiring critics into whose jaws the precious children of 
our brains have to be cast. To quote Emerson (I fondly trust that I am 
not doing too much quoting), “The fundamental law of criticism is, Every 
scripture is to be interpreted by the same spirit which gave it forth.” 
“Hoity-toity!” stridulates some petit mattre of a reviewer, “here’s a man 
describing his explorations among the Igorrotes, who has not a word to 
say about the alleinseligmachende Theorie of Collective Bargaining. Here- 
with let his book be damned!”’ Elevation of purpose, distinction in style, 
concinnity of expression, illuminating contribution to humane letters— 
none of these things register with these gentry. The opinions of such cen- 
sors are about as convincing as a Republican candidate’s criticisms of the 
President of the United States. Many of these callow fledglings are too 
narrow-minded and blasés to grasp the full message of a well-rounded 
mind: Sir, thou hast nothing to draw with, and the well is deep. We read 
in the Chinese Classics: “It is a gross misconception of duty for the acolyte 
to stride across the sacred vessels and show the priest how to slaughter the 
sacrificial beasts.” 

We should not only teach young people to reverence the great achieve- 
ments of the past, but, more particularly, train them for the creative tasks 
of the future. Does this really lie in twisting words into incomprehensible 
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combinations, and the practice of vicious variation for its own sake? The 
recent novel, Now in November, offers a reassuring proof that there is 
abundant scope for subjective subtleties and delicate effects, without 
“going hay-wire” in the matter of literary style. 

Far be it from me to appear as the champion of stodgy Philistinism, de- 
fending the pompous demonstration of the humdrum and the (apparently) 
obvious. Where there is no vision, the people perish—and it behooves us 
to tread warily at a time when the highest representative of organized 
natural science states pontifically that our minds can only be acquainted 
with things inside themselves—never with things outside; the objective and 
material universe consists of little more than the constructs of our own 
minds. Old-time certainties vanish: we send our souls through space to 
gaze at the Pleiades, and see only a glittering interrogation-point. But even 
the airest speculations may point the way to new fields that can be pa- 
tiently and profitably explored. Thoughts mean at least as much as actions, 
and we must not ignore the enormous fascination which belongs to inquir- 
ing as to how and why we think. I prefer Dusk at the Grove to Beverly of 
Graustark because the former has more to do with those hidden waves of 
feeling which give the real flavor and substance to living—even when ex- 
pressed by apparently trivial actions. These straws show how the wind is 
blowing, though they sometimes become a beam in the eye of the ill- 
balanced interpreter. After all is said and done, in our actual existence on 
this perplexing planet, the Practical Reason has to grapple firmly with ob- 
jective realities, to clasp them like a bride, and to order life sanely in refer- 
ence to them. 

Under whatever name we classify it, there has surged to the front a new 
species of Impressionism which can be best described under the term, 
Nervosity. Like all neuroses, it has the element of morbidity. It is undoubt- 
edly a revolt against brutal realism and the dead-level of safe-and-sane 
materialism. New sensations, rooted in the nervous system, and the in- 
finitely subtle variations of feeling which come surging in upon the modern 
individual and are concomitant to the present iempo of living, call for new 
modes of expression—as Georg Edward has well shown in his study of 
Poe in Germany. But the style of present-day fiction has become hazy, 
disorganized, chaotic. You are in continual exasperated uncertainty as to 
whom “they” can possibly refer. I cannot believe that sound minds (in 
spite of the endless kaleidoscopic phantasmagoria of apparitions emerging 
from the subconscious) are quite like that. Sophistication is the inevitable 
result of selective evolution, but it can reach a breaking-point quite as easily 
as New England inbreeding. The insurgents in literature and in art exhibit 
an unqualified scorn toward all conservative values. We cannot dismiss 
them as entirely insincere—far from it! Even the Elizabethan Euphuism 
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(with which we may compare the movement, in some respects, and which 
Shakespeare had the good sense to poke fun at) left some useful precipitate 
in the way of a more flexible English style. But the Joyce-pattern offers 
a fine field for charlatans, intellectual degenerates, and brazen swindlers. 
Their ballooning minds attack the complicated business of tolerable living 
in terms of long, graceful legs, and disport themselves in the reeking atmos- 
phere of perpetual cocktails. The Poet, as who should say, ““The Maker,”’ 
orders the capricious jumble of life into continuity and significance: 


Wenn aller Wesen unharmon’sche Menge 
VerdrieBlich durch einander klingt; 

Wer teilt die flieSend immer gleiche Reihe 
Belebend ab, da& sie sich rhythmisch regt? . . . 
Des Menschen Kraft im Dichter offenbart. 


It must be emphasized that the full mastery of literature, a concern 
which can never be alien to the members of the Modern Language Associa- 
tion of America, involves both Science and Art—a fact which the myopic 
book-man never fully grasps. Values in literature are tonal, emotional, and 
require emotional interpretation. I would wage exterminating war upon 
those pedants who, under the pretext of clear understanding, render the 
entrancing rhythm of measured verse as though it were the pedestrian com- 
monplace of prose. Let no such man be trusted. Mark the music. In my 
own opinion, there can be no adequate study of the drama which does not 
involve direct dramatic expression on the part of the learner; no true render- 
ing of the lyric which does not call for the lyric mood. It is the living Word 
alone which can carry the direct message, however large a place research 
and wide reading must necessarily have in academic training. No instructor 
should set himself up as a prophet of literature who is untouched by the 
glowing fire of poetic inspiration, or who fails to evoke it from his students. 
While sitting in my office, I have often heard subdued sounds stealing 
through a grating which connects with one of the class-rooms for German. 
These murmurs have often consisted of 90 per cent of the high-pitched, 
didactic voice of the teacher, 10 per cent muted susurrus of students— 
whereas the proportions should be exactly reversed. I have sometimes 
thought that it would be in the nature of a reform if all younger instructors 
might be dumb. Possibly some of them may claim this quality,even as things 
are. It is a never-to-be-sufficiently-deplored fact that a man may profess 
the Glory that was Greece, without ever having been sweetened with the 
Attic charm: with no passion for rhythm, or symmetry, or detailed per- 
fection of form. Where there is no sense of humor (which is, being inter- 
preted, the sense of proportion), the dreary pedant stands confessed: let 
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us shun such in the choosing of assistants—for every instructor carries a 
professor’s baton in his knapsack. 

I am aware that my concluding remarks may betray an Evanstonian, 
Epworth-Leagueish flavor; this is an Association dedicated singly and effec- 
tively to the furtherance of higher standards of philological science—but 
ours is an American association, and holds its charter in reference to those 
values which are to build American character and American destiny. Di- 
rectly or indirectly, our aims tend not only to the development of the in- 
tellect, but of the will and feelings of those whom we seek to instruct. We 
liberate the minds of our students; it may be that we are too little atten- 
tive to the law laid down by Dr. Prosper Despine, in his Psychology of 
Crime: “The sense of duty is a necessary condition for the exercise of free- 
will.” I believe that we should be as politically-minded as Shelley, and pay 
more attention to putting imagination and poetry into the service of prac- 
tical life. What can be more exhilarating than thinking and experimenting 
for the peace of the world—for harmony, toleration, and friendship among 
the nations— a goal which Goethe held was to be attained chiefly by the 
work of authors and artists? For us, such goals must be approached in- 
directly—but I hold that a monumental variorum edition of Shakespeare, 
for instance, is of immense value in uniting the peoples of the earth. Our 
combined work should tend to some consolidation of a theory of good living: 
no amount of minute research on the past conditions of life can exempt us 
from the duty of living in the present and looking toward the future. Con- 
tributions to “new knowledge” must be judged by their relative values: 
certain scholars seem to spend their lives in determining the exact number 
of grains in a bushel of sand. 

There is no sound reason why we should not be allowed to “go along in a 
big program,” rather than spend our entire lives on quips and quiddities. 
Diverse as human nature is, we cannot but dream of a human society with 
the perfect co-ordination of a symphony orchestra—and not the partisan 
Ishmaelitic state where each man’s hand is against every man, and every 
man’s hand against him. We can do our specialized work with a sense of its 
ultimate relation to a new society, to our part in a better control and dis- 
tribution of the resources of the earth—by which I do not mean exclusively 
the material resources. In literary judgments we have at times exhibited a 
masochistic submissiveness to the arbitrary dictation of alien assumptions. 
The days of plain living and high thinking were better. As members of a 
learned profession, we cannot now exist merely in contented seclusion and 
isolation (however necessary isolation and seclusion may be for our special 
studies); we cannot emulate the blissful state of the dwellers in Jerusalem, 
the Golden:

nor may we remain passive under the cantharidic challenge of a conspicuous 
American college-president: ‘most educators do not want to be disturbed, 
or improved, or changed; they want to be supported.” In a democracy, 
there is little room for a favored caste, mildly concerned with the burdens 
which are crushing millions of its fellow-men. 

To many in this audience I may have shown myself 


Difficilis, querulus, laudator temporis acti— 


but these are established attributes of crabbed age: I can only plead the 
excuse of advanced years.

FRIDAY AFTERNOON 
GENERAL MEETINGS OF THE ASSOCIATION 


The second general meeting of the Association was held in Clothier Hall on the 
campus of Swarthmore College at 2:00 p.m. 

The meeting was called to order by President James Tarr HatFiEcp, who in- 
troduced President FRANK AYDELOTTE, of Swarthmore College. Presiden* Aydelotte 
then delivered an Address of Welcome to the Association (printed pp. 1278-1282). 

Following President Aydelotte’s Address, Professor James Tart HatrFre.p, of 
Northwestern Univ., President of the Modern Language Association, delivered the 
Presidential Address: “Standards” (printed pp. 1283-1294). 


This meeting was then followed, in the same hall, by the third general meeting 
of the Association, devoted to the reading of reports and the transaction of business. 

The Association was called to order by President HaTFIEeLp at 3:00 P.M. 

The Secretary of the Association, Professor CARLETON Brown, of New York 
University, then presented his concluding report: 


During the year 1934 the Modern Language Association was represented by Professor 
Alfred A. Kern of Randolph Macon Woman’s College at the inauguration of Bessie Carter 
Randolph as President of Hollins College, Virginia, on February 21, and by Dean George N. 
Henning of The George Washington University at the inauguration of Joseph M. M. Gray as 
Chancellor of the American University at Washington, March 3, and by David B. Bishop, 
Vice-Chancellor of the University of Mississippi, at the Fiftieth Anniversary Celebration of 
the Mississippi State College for Women at Columbus, October 21-23. 

Since the last annual meeting the deaths of twenty-five members of the Modern Language 
Association have been reported to the Secretary. Among these were two of the distinguished 
foreign scholars on our roll of Honorary Members: Professor Wilhelm Bang-Kaup of the 
University of Berlin, who died on the 8th of October, and Professor Gustave Lanson of the 
University of Paris, who died during the present month. At the Semi-Centennial meeting last 
year the Secretary was instructed to send a message of felicitation and regard to Professor 
Horatio S. White, one of the founders of the Association, whose name still stood on our roll. 
It is with deep regret that the Secretary announces the death of Professor White on December 
12. His passing removes from our list of members the name of the last surviving founder. 
In the necrology of the year particular mention must be made of the deaths of three eminent 
scholars, each of whom had been prominently associated in the work of the Association: 
David S. Blondheim of The Johns Hopkins University, George Philip Krapp of Columbia 
University, and Samuel Moore of the University of Michigan. Their untimely death is a 
grievous loss. 

The total membership of the Association at the present time is 3828, of which 392 are life 
or emeritus members—an increase of four over the number reported last year. When com- 
pared with the 4020 reported at St. Louis last year, the membership roll at present shows a 
decrease of 192 or 4.6%. Moreover, 16 persons now enrolled as members have tendered their 
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resignations to take effect on the first of January. Even more serious is the fact that among 
the persons now included on our list of members, 241 are in arrears for membership dues of 
1933 and 1934. If their arrearages for 1933 still remain unpaid when the new List of Members 
is printed the names of these persons will automatically disappear from the roll. 

On the other hand, 151 persons have already joined the Association and paid in membership 
fees for the year beginning January 1, 1935. The net result, after deducting the number of 
resignations and of dropped members and adding the 151 new accessions, is that the Associa- 
tion will begin the year 1935 with a membership of 3722 as compared with the 3750 at the be- 
ginning of 1934. 

Shrinkages, no matter how small, are always disappointing, but it should be noted that at 
the St. Louis meeting the number of persons reported as two years in arrears in membership 
dues was 335, as against the 241 reported this year. Lapses in membership, during these difficult 
times, do not necessarily imply lack of interest. It is far more likely to proceed from grim neces- 
sity, and in many cases, no doubt, with a firm intention on the part of those who resign to 
renew their membership as soon as more favorable circumstances make this possible. The 
fact that the number of dropped members is nearly a hundred less than a year ago is, on 
the whole, distinctly encouraging as an indication that the extreme severity of the depres- 
sion period is already appreciably lightening. 

The fourth number in the Monograph Series, The Consecutive Subjunctive in Old English by 
Professor Callaway of the University of Texas, issued from the press at the very beginning of 
this calendar year. 

The fifth Monograph, The Real War of the Theatres, by Professor Robert B. Sharpe of the 
University of North Carolina, has just gone through the press and is now at the bindery. Like 
the Callaway Monograph this will be bound in cloth; it will make a volume of 260 pages. 

A sixth Monograph, “Peter Idley’s Instructions to His Son,’’ by Professor Charlotte 
D’Evelyn of Mount Holyoke College, has been approved by the Committee of Award and is 
now at press. 

That the Association, even in these difficult times, is able to proceed uninterruptedly with 
the publication of these Monographs is due of course to the existence of a Monograph Endow- 
ment Fund, yielding an annual income of some $1200 which is available for this purpose. A 
year ago the capital of this Fund was increased from $20,000 to $22,000, which should provide 
an income sufficient to meet the probable requirements of the Series during the next few years. 

The year 1934 brings to a close the five-year subvention which the Association has been re- 
ceiving frou. the Carnegie Corporation of New York. Never have five years passed more 
quickly! Accordingly, we find ourselves again thrown entirely upon our own financial resources 
at what would hardly have been chosen as a specially auspicious time. If this subvention had 
been expended from year to year without an eye to the future the Association would now be 
confronted with a serious emergency. We may gain a clearer understanding of the actual 
situation by comparing the funded resources of the Association at the time when the sub- 
vention began with those at present.

A part of this increase in the invested funds, it should be pointed out, arose through life 
membership fees and contributions to the Monograph Endowment fund during this five- 
year period:

If this sum be deducted from the total increase as stated above the balance is $24,789.21, 
which is almost exactly equivalent to the $25,000 received from the Carnegie Corporation. In 
other words, though the subvention, unfortunately, has ceased, its benefits will continue to 
some extent through the increase in the Association’s permanent income. 

The most notable step in the progress of the Association during 1934 has been the setting 
up of machinery for dealing with research projects. Following the adoption of By-Law VI at 
the St. Louis meeting, the Executive Council in April appointed a Committee on Research 
Activities and in the two meetings which this committee has already held considerable prog- 
ress has been made toward organizing its work. Also this Committee has sent out a question- 
naire to all members of the Association in order to secure information in regard to scholarly 
projects on which they are engaged. 

The Research Fund begun in 1930, which the Executive Council placed in the hands of the 
Trustees as an accumulating capital fund, this year reached the sum of $10,000 and the in- 
come from it is henceforth available for the assistance of research. As this fund is at present 
invested entirely in U. S. Government bonds and Treasury certificates the income which it 
yields may be compared to the five loaves and two small fishes set before the five thousand. 

We can hardly expect the miracle to repeat itself and yet there is reason for thinking that 
the methods now being formulated for the assistance of meritorious research mean the opening 
of a new and most important chapter in the Association’s history. For by means of this newly 
constituted Committee the Association is now able to present to the American Council of 
Learned Societies thoroughly-considered, discriminating reports on scholarly projects which 
are worthy of receiving substantial encouragement. While it is too soon to estimate the results 
which may be accomplished it is clear that the operations of this Committee provide a valu- 
able means of furthering deserving projects, not only financially but by helpful criticism and 
constructive suggestions. 

In concluding my last report as Secretary of the Modern Language Association I may per- 
haps be permitted to add a personal word. I could have wished that my retirement from the 
office had fallen in a less strenuous period. But if there are problems which remain to be solved 
there are also larger opportunities than ever before opening before the Association. Thus far 
we have only laid the foundations. But the foundations are broad and they will, I think, be 
found strong enough to support a noble edifice. With the steady development of literary and 
linguistic study in this country, no one can fix the limits of possible expansion for an organiza- 
tion which effectively promotes scholarly investigation in the wide field of the modern lan- 
guages. 

The Association testified its appreciation of this report and of Professor Carleton 
Brown’s distinguished services by unanimous spontaneous rising with applause. 

Professor Percy W. Lone, of New York University, as editor of PMLA, then read 
the following report: 


As directed by the Secretary I submit the following report on PMLA of 1934, the dis- 
position of papers submitted in 1934, and immediate objectives. A total of 1200 pages of text 
was allowed; 1201 pages were distributed as follows (excluding Comment and Criticism): 

English before 1600 English after 1600 Tomance Germanic 

19 papers, 302 pp. 31 papers, 533 pp. 17 papers, 254pp. papers, 88 pp. 
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In Germanic only two papers were on hand in December 1933. There remain from all papers 
accepted prior to 1934 about 360 pages of print. These papers are scheduled for March and 


June 1935. A year ago PMLA had a similar remainder of 846 pages. The gain of nearly 500 
pages results from the standard maintained by the Editorial Committee in 1933. 


The disposition of papers submitted in 1934 appears in the following table: the figures indi- 
cate number of manuscript, and estimated pages of print.

All accepted material has been prepared for printing and the March number has gone to 
the printers, consisting of 20 articles totalling 300 pages. The allowance for printing in 1935 
is 1200 pages. PMLA has available 840 pages in which to print the 1123 pages accepted in 
1934, as contrasted with 354 pages similarly available a year ago. The surplussage of materia|, 
which has been the burden of recent reports, is thus nearly eliminated. 

In the preceding report it was remarked that “the distribution of material submitted and 
accepted necessarily determines the proportions and variety which can be maintained in 
PMLA.” A highly gratifying increase in material submitted has ensued—from 175 papers in 
1933 to 219 papers in 1934, an increase of nearly 25 per cent. A definite trend is observable in 
English toward the earlier period. The need of more papers in Germanic is less pressing. The 
proportion in Romance remains insufficient. These proportions are, however, roughly paralle! 
to those in “Doctoral Dissertations Accepted by American Universities 1933-1934,” which 
shows 150 in English, 57 in Romance, and 25 in Germanic. For well-balanced issues it is de- 
sirable also to have papers corresponding to those read at General Meetings and Sections as 
well as to those read at Discussion Groups. 

Further attention might be directed by contributors to the matter of presentation. Certain 
articles suffer from two kinds of stylistic deficiency, from want of economy of expression, 
and from failure to point out clearly the bearing of evidence. A well-written paper should be 
intelligible, and not necessarily uninteresting, to the general membership of the Association. 

Professor LYMAN R, BRADLEY, of New York University, Treasurer of the Associa- 
tion, then delivered his report: 


Instead of reading a column of figures for receipts and disbursements for 1934 I should like 
to review, very briefly, the financial ups and downs of the Modern Language Association 
during the past five years. In the following summaries I shall leave out of account the annua! 
grants from the Carnegie Corporation of New York, which have totaled $25,000 in the period 
in question. 

For us the depression did not begin with the stock market crash in the autumn of 1929 
but with the payments of the annual membership dues in January, 1932. 

1930 was a boom year for the Association: income from dues, library subscriptions, sales of 
back numbers, and advertising was $21,776, while 707 new members were enrolled as the re- 
sult of campaigns of that year so that the Supplement in March, 1931, carried over 4000 
names. 

Statesmen and financiers assured us that the depression would be over in six months, which

was interpreted to mean that the teaching profession was not to suffer at all. Indeed, in 1931 
income remained at the same high level, over $21,500, while the membership increased to 
nearly 4300, which meant that about four of every ten college teachers of English and the 
modern foreign languages were enrolled in the Association. 

The depression, however, did not come to a speedy end; economic conditions grew worse 
and our profession suffered with all others. In 1932, 1933, and 1934 the income declined so that 
in the past year it was 20 per cent below the high levels of 1930 and 1931. Not only income 
was smaller each year, but also membership declined. In spite of our best-laid campaign plans 
we lost in these three years about 500 members until today we have to be satisfied with a 
membership of 3700. 

During these lean years it became more important than ever to offer space to our members 
for the publication of their researches. The text page of PMLA was enlarged 12 per cent and 
the number of pages in the volume increased. Every item of expense that did not directly 
benefit the members was deleted. New contracts were made more than once in the past five 
years after many firms had submitted their figures, especially for printing the current PMLA, 
reproducing back numbers, and supplying paper stock. So we have been able to pay our way 
and close our books on December 26, 1934, with a balance of $15.76 on hand. 

I have reviewed the rise and fall of the finances of the Modern Language Association from 
1930 to 1935 not in order to make rosy prophecies for the next five years or even for 1935. 
I can, however, report that receipts from membership fees and library subscriptions were 
larger in the last three months of 1934 than in the same period for three years, that fewer 
members are to be dropped for arrears in January than a year ago, and that many scholars 
who resigned during the depression are taking up their memberships again. I hope that this 
start gains momentum.

2. On the Purchase of Rotographs, by Professor WALTER L. Buttock, Chairman. 


The year now ending has been an important one for the M.L.A. collection of 
Rotographs. 

The number of new items added to our series has not been striking: twenty-nine 
additional numbers; of which twenty-eight go to bring our total up to three hundred 
and three, while the twenty-ninth supplies the missing No. 21. The number of 
sheets for the year (6190) is also far from constituting a record in our annals; but 
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for all this, we have this year spent too much. It is a very regrettable fact that we 
shall have to make drastic further reductions in our activities unless our income can 
be increased. 

My Co-Chairman has done marvels, as always, in persuading various reluctant 
institutions to continue (in the face of a depression which seems almost bottom- 
less) their subscriptions to our fund; but again this year we have spent more than 
we have received, and have been forced to draw upon our none too large reserves. 
In this connection, I should like most earnestly to support my co-chairman’s ap- 
peal by urging every member of the Association to see that the Institution with 
which he is connected duly subscribes to our Rotograph Fund. 

Not all the significance of the year now ending, however, is thus tinged with 
melancholy. We have, in the first place, welcome news for those who have from time 
to time had reason to consult our List, and to regret that the discovery in it—or the 
non-discovery—of some particular item was so tedious and slow an operation. A 
corrected short-title list of the first three hundred numbers has now been pre- 
pared, and provided with two indices (one of MSS, and the other of authors and 
titles) which will greatly simplify consultation of the list for anyone who wishes to 
know what manuscripts or printed books it now includes. This list is to appear in 
the 1934 Supplement to PMLA. 

Another significant event of the year has been the extension of our activities to 
include the reproduction of manuscripts in the Medieval and Classic fields. Pro- 
posals in the latter category are passed upon by a Committee of the Philological 
Association, and are then ordered and added to our Series by the same machinery 
used in the case of material more essentially connected with the Modern Languages 
and Literatures. Reproductions in the added fields are paid for by a fund pro- 
vided, to supplement our own, through the generosity of the A.C.L.S. 

As an incidental aspect of this new activity, the Library of Congress has been 
enabled to increase greatly its helpfulness to our work; the Division of Manuscripts 
now undertakes all correspondence with Europe in connection with ordering the 
rotographs which our Committee has approved. In this and in other ways we are 
deeply indebted to that Division for its consistent helpfulness and codperation, as 
well as for the very valuable contribution it makes to our work by housing and 
cataloging our reproductions. Library of Congress Catalogue cards, which give de- 
tailed descriptions and a large amount of useful information in connection with 
every item, have already been prepared and issued for most of the numbers in our 
Series. It is hoped that very soon these cards will cover all the first three hundred 
items, and will then be issued regularly for each new number. For this, as for all its 
other valuable assistance, we desire, in conclusion, to express the Committee’s 
warmest gratitude to Dr. Jameson, Chief of the Division of Manuscripts, and 
to Dr. W. J. Wilson of the same Division, who have so greatly helped and simpli- 
fied our labors.

The President then called for the report of the Delegates to the American Coun- 
cil of Learned Societies: 
Professor Kart Younc presented an account of the work and scope of the newly 
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established Committee on Research Activities, especially in its relation to the 
A.C.L.S., as well as an outline of the relations of the A.C.L.S. and the Association 
in the promotion and assistance of research projects. 

Professor ARMSTRONG: I desire to express my appreciation to the Association for 
continuing me as a delegate to the Council of Learned Societies through a period of 
sixteen years: the very period during which Professor Carleton Brown has rendered 
such devoted and efficient service to the Association as our Secretary. The Council, 
created by the group of scholarly societies concerned with the humanities, is, in 
law and in practice, naught else than these societies acting through the thirty-six 
delegates they select. Its greatest function is to enable the Humanities to discern 
and to voice effectively their common aims, and it ever increasingly devotes itself 
to advancing this community of effort within our institutions, among our institu- 
tions, among our scholars. What our Association is for the Modern Language work- 
ers, the Council seeks to be for the whole of the Humanities field. If in this time of 
struggle for the life of the body the life of the spirit is to be safeguarded, it is of 
supreme import that these aims of the Council be the aims of us all. My fellow-dele- 
gate from the Association to the Council, and my successor who is about to be 
named, have weighty services to render to the Association; happily we can with 
assurance count upon the high quality of their performance. 


The President then called for action regarding to the proposed amendment to 
By-Law VI as printed on page 8 of the program of the meeting. 
It was Voted: that this amendment be adopted. 


Secretary Brown: For your information, but requiring no action on the part 
of the Association, I announce that at the meeting of the Executive Council yester- 
day it was voted to hold the annual meeting of the Association next year on the 
30th, 31st of December and the ist of January at Cincinnati—the late date is due 
to the day of the week on which Christmas falls—on the invitation of the University 
of Cincinnati. 

This does require action. At the same meeting of the Executive Council yesterday 
the Council took note of the fact that there were three vacancies on the roll of our 
honorary members, and after careful consideration the Council would nominate to 
the Association as candidates for honorary members these three persons: 

Professor Maurice WILMoTTE, of the University of Liége 

Professor Emite Lecouts, of the Sorbonne, Paris 

Doctor RonaLp B. McKeErrow, London, England 

It was Voted: that these distinguished scholars be made honorary members of the 
Association.

Professor ARTHUR BURKHARD, of Harvard University, then presented as Chairman 
the report of the Committee on Resolutions: 


The Modern Language Association of America at its fifty-first meeting, assembled at 
Philadelphia and Swarthmore, Pa., on the invitation of Swarthmore College, wishes to express 
to President Frank Aydelotte and to the members of the Local Committee its grateful ap- 
preciation of the hospitality extended to its members and of the efficient cooperation given 
in the arrangement of the general program. 

There is a second longer resolution of more specific interest. 

The Modern Language Association of America wishes to express its recognition of the dis- 
tinguished work of its Secretary, Professor Carleton Brown, who retires after fifteen years of 
arduous and devoted service. Professor Brown’s contribution to the development of our 
Association and to the promotion of its welfare may be partly appraised by a review of its 
expansion during his long secretaryship from 1920 to 1934. In 1920 the membership was 1507; 
it is now over 3700. In 1920 the publications of the M.L.A. printed 483 pages; they now cover 
over 1500 pages, printed in more compact form. In 1920 the total invested funds amounted 
to less than $10,000; they now exceed $80,000. The Monograph Series, the Revolving Fund 
Series, and the Rotograph Service were established through the efforts of our Secretary. The 
Discussion Group system was inaugurated and developed with striking increase in produc- 
tivity. Large projects of research were initiated, as the Middle English Dictionary and the 
New Shakespeare Variorum Series. A Research Fund has been established. The Eastern and 
Western Divisions have been united into one truly national organization, which is administered 
by an Executive Council of which the Secretary is the Appointee. 

To Professor Brown’s guidance and leadership, to his industry and faithfulness, to his 
painstaking administration of every detail, the Association owes more than to any one else 
its immense increase in resources, service, and prestige. Our secretary has as well gladdened 
the heart of many a member by the cordiality of his manner in personal conference and pro- 
fessional correspondence. His loyal and unselfish services will be remembered with the grate- 
ful esteem which they so abundantly deserve.

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MEETINGS OF THE EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 


The Executive Council held a business meeting at 9:30 a.m. December 27 in 
room 231 of the Benjamin Franklin Hotel, Philadelphia. Present: President Hat- 
field, Vice-President George L. Hamilton, J. P. W. Crawford, Joseph Quincy Adams, 
Fred N. Robinson, Colbert Searles, Albert Feuillerat, J. S. P. Tatlock, H. Carring- 
ton Lancaster, William A. Nitze, John A. Walz; also, the Secretary, Associate 
Secretary, and Treasurer of the Association, and the Trustees of Invested Funds. 

The Secretary took the opportunity to explain the action of the Advisory Com- 
mittee in its recommendation with reference to the appointment of Percy W. Long 
as Secretary beginning January 1. 

Mr. LeRoy E. Kimball, Managing Trustee, presented a statement in regard to 
the securities in which the several funds of the Association were invested. 

Professor Lyman R. Bradley, Treasurer of the Association, presented for the 
information of the Council his report of receipts and expenditures during the cur- 
rent year, and made certain recommendations as to the allowances for committee 
expenses, etc. 

On the recommendation of the Treasurer, the Council Voted: to authorize the 
Treasurer to continue the present club arrangement for subscriptions to American 
Literature for the year 1935. 

Voted: to defray the expenses of the Committee on Research Activities and the 
cost of printing the questionnaire out of the income of the Research Fund. 

Voted: to allow as travelling expenses for the Committee on Research Activities 
and the Advisory Committee actual railroad and Pullman fares, meals, and hotel, 
but not incidental expenses. 

The Treasurer then presented for the consideration of the Council the following 
budget for the year 1935:

Since it appeared from this budget that the item of $850 for traveling expenses 
for a meeting of the Executive Council would leave the budget out of balance, it 
was Voted: to take this item out of the budget for 1935. With this alteration it was 
Voted: to approve the budget as submitted. 

The Council then proceeded to discuss the date and the place of the 1935 meeting. 

Voted: that the meeting be fixed for December 30, 1935—January 1, 1936. The 
place of meeting was then discussed at length, and after taking two informal ballots 
it was Voted: to accept the invitation of the University of Cincinnati for the 1935 
meeting. 

The Secretary then called the attention of the Council to the expiration of the 
terms of two members of the Committee on Research Activities. The Council then 
Voted: to reélect Professors Prokosch and Karl Young as members of the Com- 
mittee on Research Activities for the term January 1, 1935 to January 1, 1938. 

The Secretary then presented to the Council the resignation of Professor Karl 
Young as a member of the Variorum Shakespeare Committee. It was Voled: to 
elect as a member of this Committee Professor C. F. Tucker Brooke of Yale 
University. The Secretary also read a letter from Professor Felix E. Shelling resign- 
ing from the chairmanship and membership in the Variorum Shakespeare Com- 
mittee. The Council voted to refer the matter of Professor Schelling’s resignation 
to the new Council for consideration. 

The Secretary informed the members of the Council that there were three vacan- 
cies on the list of Honorary Members and some fourteen names were presented as 
candidates for honorary membership. After discussion the Council by ballot selected 
the following persons to be nominated to the Association for honorary membership: 

Maurice Wilmotte, Professor Emeritus of the University of Liége; 
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Emile Legouis, Professor Emeritus at the Sorbonne; 

Ronald B. McKerrow, Litt.D., F.B.A., Hon. Sec. of the Bibliographical Society 
(London), and Editor of The Review of English Studies. 

Professor Searles then proposed that the following definite rule be adopted govern- 
ing the use of rotographs on loan: 

In order to facilitate the research work of scholars in its field, the Modern Language Associ- 
ation of America extends to applicants for the use of the Reproductions of Manuscripts and 
Rare Printed books the privilege of using these Reproductions outside the library through 
which the loan from the collection in the Library of Congress is made. This privilege is ex- 
tended subject to the following conditions: 

1. That the applicant shall sign a written acceptance of financial responsibility in case of 
loss or damage, plus a certain per-cent increment, to be fixed by the Library of Congress, 
to cover the overhead expenses of this replacement; 

2. That, in the case of scholars of sub-professorial rank, acceptances shall bear the endorse- 
ment of a professor or of the president of the institution with which the applicant is connected. 
The Council voted: to adopt the rule presented by Professor Searles. 

Thereupon the Council meeting adjourned.

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CONSTITUTION OF THE MODERN LANGUAGE 
ASSOCIATION OF AMERICA 


[Adopted December 29, 1903. Amended December 29, 1915, March 31, 1920, 
December 29, 1923, 1925, 1927, and December 30, 1929.] 


I. NAME 
The name of this Association shall be: THE MopEeRN LANGUAGE ASSOCIATION 
oF AMERICA. 


II. Purpose 
The object of the Association shall be the advancement of research in the modern 
languages and their literatures. 


III. MEMBERSHIP 

1. Any person approved by an officer of the Association may become a member 
on the payment of five dollars and may continue a member by the payment of the 
same amount each year. Persons who for twenty-five years or more have been 
members in good standing may, on retiring from active service as teachers, be con- 
tinued as members without further payment of dues. 

2. Any person eligible to membership may become a life member and exempt 
from dues by a single payment of seventy-five dollars or by the payment of twenty- 
six dollars for three successive years. With each completed decade of membership 
in good and regular standing, the fee for life membership shall be diminished by 
one-fourth. Persons who have paid forty annual membership dues automatically 
become life members without further payment. 

3. Foreign scholars may be elected to honorary membership by the Association 
on the nomination of the Executive Council, but the number of honorary members 
shall not at any time exceed forty. 


IV. Orricers 

1, The Officers of the Association shall be: a President, two Vice-Presidents, a 
Secretary, and a Treasurer. 

2. The President and Vice-Presidents shall be elected by ballot for one year at the 
regular Annual Meeting. The Secretary and Treasurer shall be chosen by the 
Executive Council, and shall hold office for such term and under such conditions 
as the Council may specify. 

V. ADMINISTRATION 

The administration of the Association shall be in the hands of the Executive 
Council consisting of the President and Vice-Presidents of the Association, ex 
officio the Secretary and the Treasurer of the Association (without votes), and 
twelve members, of whom three shall be elected by ballot at each Annual Meeting, 
for terms of four years in a manner described in the By-Laws. The Council shall 
administer the affairs of the Association and take such action as is necessary to 
carry out its purpose and promote its interests. It shall appoint such Boards and 
Committees as are specified in the By-Laws and such others as may be necessary 
from time to time. It shall make a report of its activities at each Annual Meeting, 
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and its policies and actions shall be subject to the direction and approval of the 
Association. 
VI. MEETINGS 

The Association shall hold an Annual Meeting, at such place and time as the 
Executive Council shall from year to year determine. The Annual Meetings shall 
be held alternately East and West of the Eastern boundaries of Ohio, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, and Alabama. For the transaction of business at an Annual Meeting, 
twenty-five members shall constitute a quorum of the Association. 


VII. AMENDMENTS 
Amendments of this Constitution must first be approved by two-thirds of the 
members of the Executive Council, and afterwards be ratified by a majority vote 
at two successive Annual Meetings of the Association. 


BY-LAWS OF THE MODERN LANGUAGE 
ASSOCIATION OF AMERICA 


[Adopted December 30, 1929. Amended December 30, 1933 and December 28, 1934.| 


I. Duties oF OFFICERS 

All officers shall hold office until their successors are chosen. 

The President shall preside at all business meetings of the Association and of the 
Executive Council. In his absence, his duties shall fall successively upon the Vice- 
Presidents in the order of their election. 

The Secretary of the Association shall also act as Secretary of the Executive 
Council. He shall be Chairman of the Editorial and Program Committees and 
Editor of the quarterly Publications and of all books, pamphlets, or prints which 
may be issued by the Association, and shall serve as an advisory member of all 
other standing Committees. 

The Treasurer shall be the custodian of all current funds, collecting membership 
fees, and other monies due the Association, and paying bills properly incurred, tak- 
ing vouchers for such expenditures. He shall also have charge of the business 
arrangements for the quarterly Publications and any books published by the As- 
sociation, and sign contracts with printing and other firms, subject to the approval 
of the Executive Council. He shall be bonded in a sum not less than ten thousand 
dollars. 

Such clerical assistance shall be provided for the Secretary and Treasurer in the 
performance of their duties as may be approved by the Council and authorized in 
the annual budget. 

II. Toe Executive Councit 

Each year three members of the Council shall be elected according to the following 
procedure: (1) The Council shall nominate six candidates, whose names shall be 
announced in the September issue of the Publications. (2) Any member of the As- 
sociation may then propose three additional names and forward them to the Secre- 
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tary before November 1. (3) The Secretary shall enter on an official ballot attached 
to the program of the Annual Meeting the six candidates proposed by the Council, 
together with the three names receiving the most votes among those proposed by 
members of the Association. (4) At the Annual Meeting, members may vote for 
any three of the persons named on the official ballot, absent members being per- 
mitted to forward their ballots, duly signed, by mail. (5) Of the nine names on the 
ballot, the three receiving the highest number of votes shall be declared elected to 
the Council for the ensuing four years, unless thereby the twelve members of the 
Council should consist of more than six or less than two representatives of English, 
Germanic, and Romance languages, respectively. In such case, the choice shall 
pass automatically to the person receiving the highest number of votes whose elec- 
tion would not result in over-representation or under-representation in any depart- 
ment. 

The Council shall elect from its own number three persons, representing the three 
departments, to serve as an Advisory Committee, who shall meet at the call of the 
Secretary and make recommendations to the Council for its consideration. 

The Executive Council shall fill any vacancy occurring among the officers of the 
Association. It may fill a vacancy in its own body until a successor can be elected 
according to the provisions above specified. 


III. TRUSTEES OF INVESTED : JNDS 


The Permanent Fund of the Association and the Monograph Endowment Fund 
shall be administered by a Board of three Trustees, appointed without term by the 
Executive Council, of whom one shall be designated the Managing Trustee. 

The Treasurer of the Association shall pay over to the Trustees any sums which 
may be due to the Permanent Fund, either as payments for life membership or as 
gifts to the Association, and also any sums which may be contributed to the Mono- 
graph Endowment Fund. 

The Trustees shall invest and reinvest all funds so received by them, and shall 
hold the same until such time as the Association shall be dissolved or shall otherwise 
cease to exist and shall then turn over all property remaining in their hands to the 
Trustees of the Carnegie Foundation for the Advancement of Teaching. 

The income accruing on all property in their hands shall be paid over to the 
Treasurer of the Association, who shall add the income received from the Permanent 
Fund to the Current Funds of the Association and shall add the income received 
from the Monograph Endowment Fund to the Monograph Expense Account. 

Said Trustees, or any of them, may be removed by the Executive Council by a 
unanimous vote at a meeting called for the purpose, and any vacancy arising from 
the death, resignation, or removal of any Trustee shall be filled by the Executive 
Council. 

IV. STANDING COMMITTEES 

The standing committees shall be as follows: An Editorial Committee, a Program 
Committee, a Committee on the Monograph Series, a Committee on the Revolving 
Book Fund, a Committee on Rotographs, and such others as may, on recommenda- 
tion of the Executive Council, be authorized at any Annual Meeting. Each shall 
consist of five members who shall hold office for five years, one being elected each 
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year. The following three departments shall always be represented on each com- 
mittee: English, Germanic languages, and Romance languages. 

The Editorial Committee shall have charge of the quarterly Publications of the 
Association in coéperation with the Secretary, who shall be managing editor. 

The Program Committee shall prepare the programs for the Annual Meeting. It 
shall have authority to make regulations regarding papers and discussions and to 
coérdinate or modify the program of the various sections and research groups. 

The Committee on the Monograph Series shall select the monographs to be pub- 
lished in the Series. 

The Committee on the Revolving Book Fund shall have general charge of the 
selection of manuscripts and of publications under the Fund. 

The Rotograph Committee shall have charge of the solicitation of subscriptions 
and of the selection, manufacture and distribution of the rotographs. 


V. Discussion Groups 


The system of Discussion Groups shall be under the supervision of the Program 
Committee, which has the authority to discontinue or add to the number of the 
existing groups. 

Each group shall maintain a roll of its members corrected from year to year. 

Suggestions for the conduct of the group meetings shall be transmitted to the 
officers of the groups by the Secretary of the Association, and the Program Com- 
mittee may modify these from time to time. 


VI. RESEARCH ACTIVITIES 


The Executive Council of the Association shall appoint a Committee on Research 
Activities, consisting of six persons and the Secretary of the Association as a non- 
voting member. The voting members of this committee shall serve for terms of three 
years, two being appointed each year. The English, Romance, and Germanic lan- 
guages shall always be represented on this committee, and its membership shall 
always include at least one representative of linguistics and at least one representa- 
tive of literary history. 

The duty of this committee shall be to further the research activities of the 
Association and its members. It shall consider projects of research or publication 
that may be presented to it, either by the Discussion Groups or by individual mem- 
bers of the Association, and shall report such projects with its recommendations 
to the Executive Council. It may also initiate projects of research or publication. 
It shall make such suggestions to the Council for the continuing direction of ap- 
proved projects as may seem desirable. 

The Committee on Research Activities shall meet, normally twice a year, to act 
upon projects submitted to it. 

No project shall be officially sponsored by the Association until it has received 
the approval of the Committee on Research Activities. 

This shall not be construed as affecting the authority and functions of the 
Standing Committees enumerated in By-Law IV. 
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VII. Bupcer 
The Treasurer shall each year prepare for presentation to the Council a budget 
of expenditures for the ensuing year. After approval by the Council the budget shall 
be laid before the Association ‘or its information at the Annual Meeting. For bud- 
getary and other administrative purposes the official year shall be the calendar 
year. 
VIII. Aupir 
Previous to the Annual Meeting, the President shall designate a committee to 
audit the financial accounts of the Association, including the security bond of the 
Treasurer. The Auditing Committee shall then submit the report to examination 
by a commercial auditing firm. The report as thus audited shall be transmitted to 
the Council and published in the annual Proceedings of the Association. 


IX. AMENDMENT 


These By-Laws may be amended, after approval by the Executive Council, by 
a majority vote at any Annual Meeting of the Association, notice of such amend- 
ment having been distributed to the members with the program of the same meet- 


ing. 
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THE PHILOLOGICAL ASSOCIATION 
OF THE PACIFIC COAST 


The thirty-sixth annual meeting of the Philological Association of the Pacific 
Coast was held on the Campus of the University of California, on November 30 
and December 1, 1934. 

After a meeting of the executive committee, the first session was called to order 
by President Arthur Garfield Kennedy at 10:30 a.m. The minutes of the previous 
annual meeting were approved as printed in PMLA and in the Proceedings of the 
American Philological Association. 

The Secretary-Treasurer reported that thirty-one persons had accepted member- 
ship during the year, as against six resignations, eight persons dropped for delin- 
quency in dues, and the loss of four members by death, making an increase of 
twenty-three cod a total membership of 232 persons. In view of this growth and 
the increasing nuinber of desirable papers submitted by members of the Association, 
the Executive Committee presented the following recommendations concerning the 
future conduct of the meetings: (1) that more rigid standards be applied in the 
selection of papers for reading; (2) that the organization of a larger number of sec- 
tions be authorized, if necessary; (3) that the practice of listing papers as read by 
title be continued; and (4) that the presidential address be read at the annual din- 
ner. These recommendations as well as the selection of Stanford University as the 
place for the next annual sessions were approved. 

The financial report was submitted, and accepted, subject to the approval of 
the auditing committee:

The reading and discussion of papers followed, some eighty persons being in at- 
tendance. The afternoon session was held in two groups, English and Foreign Lan- 
guages, presided over by Professors Schwartz and Calhoun, respectively. Some 
thirty and fifty members attended. 

The annual dinner took place in the grill room of the Faculty Club. Professor 
Briggs reported for the auditing committee, whose report was accepted. Resolu- 
tions honoring the memory of the following schola7s were adopted by rising vote:

Professor Walter Morris Hart, as toastmaster, presided during the reading of 
President Kennedy’s address, entitled, ‘““(Odium Philologum, or, A Century of 
Progress in English Philology,” which was followed by speeches in lighter vein by 
Mrs. Anna Cox Brinton, Professor B. Q. Morgan, and Dean George Pope Shannon. 

The third session was held on Saturday morning, with an attendance of about 
sixty. Before adjournment, a special vote of thanks was extended to those who were 
in charge of the hospitalities extended during the session. 

The program which follows was the fullest in the history of the Association. It 
has been amended to conform to the order in which it was carried out.

REGULATIONS OF THE ASSOCIATION 
ADOPTED BY THE EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 


Arrearages in Membership Dues: 


If members are in arrears for dues for the preceding calendar year their 
copies of PMLA will not be mailed to them until these dues have been paid. 
Members whose dues continue unpaid for two years shall be dropped from 
the printed List of Members. 


Papers for the Program of the Annual Meeting: 


Members of the Association may offer papers to be read either at the 
General Sessions, at the Departmental Secticus, or at meetings of the Dis- 
cussion Groups. The titles of papers proposed for General Sessions or for 
the Departmental Sections should, in all cases, be accompanied by synopses 
(not to exceed 60 words) to be printed in the program. 

Papers for the General Sessions should be submitted to the Secretary of 
the Association for consideration by the Program Committee; papers for 
the Departmental Sections may be sent to the Secretary or directly to the 
officers of the Sections as announced in the June PMLA. The titles of 
papers for the Discussion Groups should be submitted to officers of the 
Group concerned. 

The latest date at which proposals for the program can be received is 
October 31, but notice well in advance of this date is highly desirable as 
programs are often made up before that date. 


Manuscripts Submitted for Publication in PMLA: 


Members have tue privilege of submitting papers for publication in 
PMLA, whether these have been previously presented at the Annual Meet- 
ing or not. Manuscripts should be addressed to the Editor of PMLA, to be 
referred to the Editorial Committee. No paper shall be accepted for pub- 
lication which has not been approved by the Editorial Committee. 

Contributors shall be allowed seventy-five cents per galley for author’s 
corrections, but charges in excess of this allowance shall be paid by the 
contributor. 

Fifty reprints with covers (or twenty-five in the case of communications 
in the “Comment and Criticism” Department) will be supplied to contribu- 
tors gratis. A larger number will be furnished if desired, provided that 
notice is given by the time corrected page proof is returned. The cost of 
these extra reprints will be determined on the basis of the actual charges 


made by the printers.
